EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Rex L. Huang on September 10, 2009. 

In the claims: 

Claim 1 is amended by adding claim limitations of claim 1 3 and then claim 1 3 is 
canceled. 

Similar claim limitations also added to claims 19 and 27. Claim 22 is amended by 
adding claim limitations of claim 23 and then claim 23 is canceled, 
(see attachment). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-12, 14-22, 24, 25, and 27-35 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The cited references have failed to teach "a timing and control unit for 
controlling a row drive circuit and a column drive circuit that provide driving 
signals and the data signals to the array of pixels, the timing and control unit 
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selectively switching between the first mode of operation and the second mode of 
operation in response to a mode selection control signal ... wherein the device is 
selectively operable in a first mode in which the plurality of sub-pixels of a pixel 
are addressed simultaneously with a data signal and in a second mode in which 
the sub pixels of a pixel are addressed individually with respective data signals" 
in combination with other claim limitations of claim 1 , 

"a timing and control unit for controlling a row drive circuit and a column 
drive circuit that provide driving signals and the data signals to the array ofpixels, 
the timing and control unit selectively switching between the first mode of 
operation and the second mode of operation in response to a mode selection 
control signal" in combination with other claim limitations of claims 19 and 27 . and 

"a display controller for providing data signals to the column conductors 
and switching signals to the row conductors, the display controller being 
selectively operable in a first mode to switch the switching transistors associated 
with the sub pixels of a pixel at the same time so as to supply a data signal on the 
associated column conductor to each sub pixel, and the display controller being 
selectively operable in a second mode to switch the switching transistors 
associated with the sub pixels of the pixel selectively in sequence such that data 
signals on the associated column conductor are supplied to respective sub 
pixels" in combination with other claim limitations of claim 22 . 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
